Government authorities refused 
to commit themselves beyond the 
statement that “naturally, Slovakia 
was talked about, too.” What 
agreements, if any, were made to 
bring nominally independent Slo- 
vakia more closely into line with 
Hungary probably will remain se- 
cret for some time. 

Hungary has coveted Slovakia, 
now under German protection, fol- 
lowing the break-up last Novem- 
ber of Czecho-Slovakia, and in- 
formed quarters discussed the pos- 
sibility that Hungary might get 
more of it in return for closer 
co-operation with Germany. 

On April 4 Hungary and Slovakia 
signed a protocol fixing their new 
frontier, with Hungary getting title 
to most of the Slovak territory 
which Hungarian troops occupied 
in frontier warfare March 23-25, 
and some additional areas for a 
total of about 386 square miles and 
a population of 45,000. 

As a sequel to the Munich con- 
ference, Hungary received 4593 
square miles, with a population of 
about 1,035,272, mostly from Slo- 
vakia. A small part of the area 
lay in Carpatho-Ukraine, the east- 
ernmost section of former Czecho- 
Slovakia. 

Expulsion of Nazis by Britain. 

Chancellor Hitler’s newspaper, 
Voelkischer Beobachter, meanwhile 
promised an answer for what it 
called the “shabby” treatment of 
nine Germans ordered expelled 
from Great Britain. The British 
Home Office, without mentioning 
their names, had announced it had 
sent to the German Embassy a 
new. list of Nazis not wanted in 
Britain because of their “individ- 
ual activities.” 

Hitler’s paper said: 

“Nine respectable German m- 
and women who have pursued the..: 
occupations on British soil in a 
peaceful and proper manner are 
being chased out of the country 
because the British Government 
does not dare to oppose agitators 
and declare openly that German 
organizations are not.in the slight- 
est blameworthy. 

“It need not be particularly em- 
phasized that the German mother- 
land will not leave unanswered this 
shabby, and for a great ‘humani- 
tarian’ nation, unworthy treatment 
of her German nationals abroad.” 

Nevertheless, a Government 
spokesman said today, the German 
Ambassador to London, Dr. Herbert 
von Dirksen, will return soon to 
his post, perhaps during the com- 
ing week-end, although no date has 
been set. 

Von Dirksen was called home in 
mid-March, after Germany broke 
up what remained at Czecho-Slova- 
kia and the British and French en- 
voys to Berlin were recalled. The 
British and French Ambassadors 
tiow are back at their Berlin posts.

GUL. BURNS EXPLAINS 
U.5. PROGRAM FOR WAR 


400,000 Soldiers at Once, 
1,000,000 in Three Months, 
He Tells National C. of C. 


WASHINGTON, May 2 (AP)— 
The War Department has made 
plans to put 1,000,000 men under 
arms within three months in the 
event it should be ordered to mo- 
bilize for war. 

Col. J. H. Burns, executive officer 
of the Assistant Secretary of War, 
giving this information to members 
of the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States today, said an initial 
fighting strength of 400,000 men and 
6000 airplanes was contemplated on 
entry into any conflict. 
Approximately 10,000 manufactur- 


ing plants already have accepted 
schedules of production showing 
what would be expected of them 
in time of war, he disclosed. 

“One of the big questions in time 
of war,” he declared, “is certain to 
be that of price control, with all 
that it entails, such as_ salaries, 
wages, taxes, prices of materials 
and services and profits. If we re- 
duce profits to the vanishing point, 
we force practically complete regi- 
mentation of industry. On the other 
hand, if we permit unreasonable 
prices and profit, we likewise ruin 
the morale of the country.” 

If this country ever goes to war, 
Col, Burns said, it must be prepared 
ito do so “with the most efficient 
killing and devastating machines 
mankind has ever devised and in 
quantities corresponding to the 
mass production capacity of the 
present age,”

Treasury Record for 10 Months In- 
dicates Shortage Will Be Be- 
low Estimate. 
WASHINGTON, May 2 (AP).— 
Treasury figures for the first 10 
months of the current fiscal year 
indicated today the Federal deficit 
would be less than the $4,072,259,000 
estimated by President Roosevelt 

in January. 

At the end of April, with two 
months left to go until the year 
ends on June 30, the Treasury’s in- 
come amounted $4,658,520,479, about 
$860,000,000 under the estimate for 
the full year, while expenditures 
amounted to $7,550,869,985. about 
$2,040,000,000 less than estimated. 

WPA, as usual, led Federal spend- 
ing, disbursing '$1,899,537,896 in the 
10 months, compared with $1,148 - 
192,640 in the similar months of the 
previous year, | 

For tho 10 months of the preced- 
ing fiscal year, total receipts were 
$5,092,316,930 and expenditures $6,- 
185,670,168. The deficit at the end 
of the 10 months was $2,892,349,506, 
compared with $1,093,353,238 a year 
ago. 

The public debt has risen to a 
new high mark, $40,062,945,328

PASSPORT FRAUD INQUIRY 


Lawyer, Photographer and Consu- 
lar Ex-Clerk Found Guilty 
of Conspiracy. 

NEW YORK, May 2 (AP). — 
Three men charged with conspira- 
cy in fraudulently obtaining Unit- 
ed States passports were convicted 
in United States District Court to- 
day.

‘SNOW WHITE’ MOVIE EARNS 
$6,740,000 IN 15 MONTHS 


First Feature-Length Animated 
Film Totals More Than Any 
Other Picture Ever Made. 


HOLLYWOOD, May 2 (AP).—The 
Walt Disney studio disclosed yes- 
terday that gross receipts from 
“Snow White and the Seven 
Dwarfs,” the first feature-length 
cartoon, totaled $6,740,000, more 
than the income from any other mo- 
tion picture ever made.

Post-Munich Reports.

Speaking at the annual meeting

ton, president of the Brookings In- 
stitution, both said the tax system 
should be modified. 

“Taxes provide the greatest sin- 


“gle contribution to the cost of liv- 


ing today,” Woll declared. “It makes 
no difference whether these taxes 
are paid in the first instance by 


big business, industry, the public. 


utilities, the railroads, the banks 
or the insurance companies, it is 
the ultimate consumer who pays 
them in the end. 

“Whether taxes can be reduced 
immediately or not, they can and 
should be distributed more equit- 
ably and so as not to stifle busi- 
ness or to tax incentive, which is 
the source of new industry and new 


. employment.” 


Woll suggested that creation of 
a joint national committee of cap- 
ital and labor might lead to more 
co-operation between those who di- 
rect industry, labor and the Gov- 
ernment. 

Moulton on Public Debt. 


Moulton, whose Brookings Insti- 
titution is a private research organ- 
ization, told the business men the 
foundations of private capital en- 
terprise were weakened by growth 
of the public debt and taxes with- 
out proportional increases in tax- 
paying capacity. 

“We must choose,” Moulton said, 
“between an arrested flow of funds 
into new private capital enterprise 
and a modification in the system of 
taxation, even if such modification 
appears to run counter to current

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OPINION UNANIMOUS 
ON IMPORTANT TEST 


Lay Employes May Inves- 
tigate Cases, But Not 
Express .Own Ideas of 
Liability to Claimants. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, May 2.—The 
Missouri Supreme Court en banc 
reversed outright today a judgment 
of Boone County Circuit Court 
which enjoined mutual casualty in- 
surance companies in Missouri from 
adjusting and i settling. claims 
through lay employes. 

The decision laid down a broad 
10-point code defining the duties 
which such employes who are not 
lawyers may perform without en- 
gaging in the illegal practice of law. 

This decision, involving the ex- 
tent to which insurance companies 
may utilize lay employes instead of 
lawyers to carry on their business, 
was on a test case which had as- 
sumed some national importance in 
insurance and legal circles because 
of the questions of alleged unau- 
thorized law practice it presented. 

Unanimous Decision. 

_ The Supreme Court, in an opin- 
ion by Judge George R. Ellison, set | 
aside eight of the 10 findings of 
the lower court as to what acts 
of such lay employes did or did not 
constitute illegal law practice, and, 
in the 10-point code it substituted, 
materially widened the field in 
which these laymen may operate 
without infringing on the legal 
rights of lawyers. The other six 
Judges of court en banc concurred 
in the opinion. 

Efforts of the State Bar Advisory 
Committee to sustain the lower 
court ruling on an appeal by the 
insurance companies to the Su- 
preme Court were supplemented 
by briefs filed on behalf of the Bar 
Associations of Alabama, Califor- 
nia, Mississippi, Birmingham, Ala., 
New Orleans and Milwaukee. 

The companies, in fighting the re- 
strictions placed upon their non- 
legal employes by the lower court 
in granting th®@ imjunction sought 
by the Bar Advisory Cammittee, 
were aided by the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, the American 
Transit Association, the Associa-| 
tion of Casualty and Surety Execu- 
tives and several insurance com- 
panies and organizations. 

Principal Question Involved. 

The principal question, Judge El- 

lison said, was how far the compa-

After reviewing the more than 
1000 pages of record in the case and 
the more than 1200 pages of law- 
yers’ briefs, Judge Ellison set aside 
the lower court findings with two 
exceptions, and decreed the rights 
of the insurance companies and 
their lay employes in 10 declara- 
tigns of law. 

In the first, the Judge declared 
the relationship existing between 
an insurance company and the per- 
s0n to whom it issues “any of its 
forms of casualty insurance poli- 
cies is that of insurer and insured, 
and it is not that of attorney and 
client.” 

What Lay Employes May Do. 

In the nine other points Judge 
Ellison made declarations of law as 
to acts of lay investigators or ad- 
justers employed by the insurance 
companies, “which do not constitute 
the practice of law or the doing of 
law business,” as follows: 

When a lay investigator employed 
by a company investigates for his 
employer the circumstances relat- 
ing to a claim arising under a pol- 
icy issued by his employer and re- 
ports to his employer the facts as- 
certained;

WASHINGTON, May 2 (AP).— 
The State Department, it was 
learned today, is investigating the 
national defense value of establish- 
ing a 12-mile zone of territorial 
waters around the United States. 

This extension of the present 
three-mile limit of coastal control 
was proposed to the department by 


|Chairman Pittman of the Senate 


Foreign Relations Committee. 


Pittman said officials had advised 
him the proposition was under con- 
sideration, but that it was compli- 
cated by international questions, as 
the department would prefer to 
take the step with other nations. 

“If we allow submarines and war- 
ships within. three miles of our 
shore in a foreign war,” Pittman 
said, “some of our ships will be 
sunk. We don’t want war within 
three miles of our shores.” 

He said the proposal would have 
peacetime benefits also, as it would 
give the United States greater con- 
trol over the Alaskan fishing banks. 
American interests there, he de- 
clared, are in constant conflict with 
those of Japanese fishermen. 

Proclamation Treaty. 

Pittman said the three-mile limit 
might’ be extended either by proc- 
lamation or by treaty. 

The United States set up a 12- 
mile zone by treaty with Great 
Britain in prohibition days in order 
to make liquor patrols moré effec- 
tive. That limit was agreed upon 
because 12 miles was about an 
hour’s run from shore. : 

The three-mile zone dates back 
to the time when a cannon would 
shoot about that distance. It long 
has been accepted in international 
law as the extent of territorial 
waters. 

Pittman said his committee would 
have a new neutrality bill ready 
for Senate consideration by May 
115. “Cash and carry” provisions 
‘of the present law expired last 
midnight, after futile efforts of 
some Senators to get a temporary 
extension. 

As the law now stands, it pro- 
vides for ah embargo on arms sales 
to warring nations, control over 
belligérent submarines and ships in 
territorial waters, prohibitions 
against American citizens traveling 
on belligerent ships, and restric- 
tions on financial deals with na- 
tions at war. 

The clauses that expired provided 
that American goods could be pur- 
chased by warring nations only for 
cash and that American ships could 
not transport them. 

Vandenberg’s Opinion. 

Meanwhile, in a session of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee, Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), 
Michigan, raised the point that the 
use of methods “short of war” in 
dealing with foreign nations might 
be “terrifically treacherous and 
dangerous” to the peace of this na- 
tion,

Klansmen Ride Again, Burning 25 
Crosses and Warning the 
Race Not to Vote. 

MIAMI, Fia., May 2 (AP).—An ef- 
figy bearing the legend, “This Nig- 
ger Voted,” hung. from a pole oppe 
site a precinct polling place today 
as a city primary election opened. 

White-robed and capped men pa- 
raded in 75 automobiles through the 
Negro section last night, burned 25 
crosses and threw out red-lettered 
cards with “K. K, K.” on them, 
warning Negroes to stay away from 
the polls. A hangman’s noose dan- 
gied from one of the cars. 

“The Kian demonstration has 
really inspired the Negro to vote,” 
said Sam Solomon, president of the 
Negro Citizens’ Service League. 

He estimated at least 1500 Ne- 
groes would cast ballots. The 
league appealed yesterday to City 
Clerk Frank J. Kelly for protection 
of Negro voters from racial vio- 
lence, mentioning “threats made by 
certain candidates.”

DETROIT, May 2 (AP). — Lou 
Gehrig, at his own request, was 
benched today as the Yankees 
opened théir first Western trip here 
against the Detroit Tigers, thus 
ending*the most remarkable endur- 
ance record in baseball. Gehrig 
had played in 2130 consecutive 
championship games. 

Babe Dahlgren, originally a first 
baseman when he joined the Red 
Sox, but for the past couple of sea- 
sons a utility third baseman for 
the Yanks, succeeded Gehrig as the 
champions’ first sacker. 

Gehrig said he had arrived at 
his decision on Sunday night after 
the Yankees had dropped their sec- 
ond straight game to the Washing- 
ton Senators. He said he felt he 
was not helping the club. 

Gehrig became the Yanks’ regu- 
lar first sacker on June 1, 1925, and 
had not missed a game at that po- 
sition until today. 

Gehrig commented that “this rec- 
ord (for consecutive games) always 
was meaningless to me.’ 

“Some of you newspaper 
wouldn’t believe it,” he said, 
maybe you will now.” 

He said he intended to remain 
out of the lineup for “a few games,” 
hoping that warmer weather would 
enable him to hit his stride. 

“One thing I certainly appre- 
ciate,” he said, “is that, despite my 
slump, the fans never ‘got on’ me.

USEFULNESS OF THE STATISTICAL BOARD. 

Business men, plagued by a flood of questionnaires 
from Washington, owe a debt of gratitude to the 
Central Statistical Board. The board found that more 
than 1000 questionnaires, many of them overlapping 
in detail, were sent out annually by Federal agencies. 
It has already stopped 300 of these, and is expected 
to do away with others. The Government will thus 
continue to receive necessary information, but execu- 
tives will be saved a vast amount of time. 

This is merely one achievement to the credit of the 
Statistical Board. Since it was created by executive 
order six years ago, on recommendation of a com- 
mittee of the American Statistical Association, it 
has co-ordinated tlie statistical activities of the vari- 
ous agencies, and the quality of Federal data has 
greatly improved. The board has saved the Govern- 
ment a great deal more than the modest budget allot- 
ted it. With its transfer to the Budget Bureau, as

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AN ALL-AMERICAN PULITZER PRIZE LIST. 

The Pulitzer Prizes in letters, just announced in 
New York, go to works distinguished by one quality 
in common: a devotion to indigenous qualities of 
the American scene. The prize novel, “The Year- 
ling,” by Marjorie Kinnan Rawlings, deals with a 
primitive and little-known American group, the 
dwellers in the wild “hammock” country of inland 
Florida. The prize play, “Abe Lincoln in Illinois,” 
by Robert Sherwood, presents an authentic and mov- 
ing portrait of the young Lincoln in his frontier 
background, The poetry prize goes to “Selected 
Poems,” by John Gould Fletcher, a native and resi- 
dent of Arkansas. Mr. Fletcher has spent much of 
his life abroad, but returned some years ago in re- 
yulsion against Europe, and with a new faith in 
American culture and institutions. 

In these three categories, American subjects are 
not required by the conditions of the awards. It is 
thus significant that the judges found the Dest work 
of the year to have been done on subjects native to 
this country. 

The history award departs from the frequent 
precedent. of political studies in the choice of “A 
History of American Magazines,” by Frank Luther 
Mott. Yet here is a rich field too long overlooked by 
the conventional historian, a field full of rewarding 
material in the chronicle of America’s life. “Benja- 
min Franklin,” by Carl Van Doren, the prize-win- 
ning biography, is a full-length study of a great and 
versatile Americag, in a crowded setting of Colonial 
life and the Republic’s infant years. 

As if to complete the roll of an all-American prize 
list, the editorial award is conferred on a patriotic

Always and on all occasions he, 
has not hesitated to exploit the lib-| 
eral sympathy for the German) 
cause to offset the liberal revulsion 
against Nazi methods. 

But in no public address has he 
ever done this more cleverly. 

His object being to keep the 
world in a state of jitters and the 
democracies played off internally, 
against one another, through party 
differences, he made a very long 
speech, the net effect of which 
would be to baffle and confuse. 

For years he succeeded by this 
tactic in dividing public opinion in 
Great Britain. Mr. Chamberiain, 
Lord and Lady Astor, such Liberals 
as Sir Herbert Samuel and Lord 
Lothian, such honest pacifists as 
Mr. Lansbury, and genuine pro- 
Fascist elements, played his game 
for him far more effectively than 
he could play it himself. He knows 
that there is a great time lag in 
the United States. 

He also knows how enormously 
effective is the appeal to social un- 
rest, to the unquestionable failure 
of the democracies adequately to 
dea] with their most pressing prob- 
lems, such as unemployment, and 
he was informed of the strong opin- 
jon in this country that Roosevelt 
is exploiting the international sit- 
uation to cover the failure of the 
New Deal.

This column 
believes that from the beginning 
they were deceived. This column 
has believed from the beginning 
that what has happened would 
happen. Now the German people, 
too, are beginning to see. They 
will forgive blindness; they have 
themselves been @linded. But they 
will not, in the Jong run, forgive 
baseness. 

The answer to Hitler’s speech is 
not confusion and division; it is not 
to fall into a carefully prepared 
trap baited with our own debate. 
The answer must be calmness, con- 
fidence and a clearer vision of the 
future that must come, if the world 
is again to be serene.

New York’s fair is at least 90 
per cent complete. Interiors of 
many buildings are still unfin- 
ished and plenty of exhibits are yet 
to be assembled, but there was no
